The railroad brotherhoods object-

Who Faced Gallows 


Jackson, Miss., February 26.— 
Five thousand dollars compensation 
for twice facing the gallows and 
serving two years in the peniten- 
tiary, although an innocent man, 
was voted today by the lower house 
of the Mississippi legislature to 
Will Purvis, of Lamar county. 

Purvis was given the death pen- 
alty twenty-six years ago for the 
murder of Will Buckley, a young 
farmer, near Columbia, Miss., where 
he was called to testify concerning 
a white-capping incident. 

On the day of execution the noose 
slipped from Purvis’ neck when the 
trap was sprung and he fell to the 
ground unhurt. The sheriff was 
again attempting to perform 
execution when his attorneys inteT- 
vened with the contention that a 
man could not be punished twice for 
the same offense. The hanging was 
postponed and the sentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment.

ROSSER’S 
LETTER. 


Mr. Rosser’s letter of review, a 
sensational feature of the street car | 
controversy, follows in full: * 

Letter to Bell. 
Mr. Madison Bell, Attorney at Law, Atlan- 


ta, Ga. | 
My Dear Madison: In view of the most 
unusual termination of our interview this 
morning I feel that fairness to us both re- 
quires this short review. 

We were appointed arbitrators lIete in 
the day of February 24. You called at my 
office after 5 p. m. of that day and stated 
that you were ready to take up the subject 
matter of the arbitration. I replied that I 
had heard for the first time about one hour 
before your visit that my appointment was 
anticipated, and that you were then giving 
me the first information of my actual ap- 
pointment; that I knew nothing about the 
negotiations leading up to the arbitration, 
and that I knew nothing of the facts in- 
volved in the arbitration and that it was 
absolutely essential that I know something 
about what we were to arbitrate. 

To this you replied that you knew all the 
necessary facts, inasmuch as you had taken 
part in four or six weeks’ negotiations lead- 
ing up to the arbitration and that it was 
the fault of the railroad company and not 
of yours in not posting me in advance, since 
its officers knew in advance that arhitra- 
tion would likely take place. 

Conceding, however, that I lacked the 
requisite information, you agreed that we 
could accomplish nothing useful at so late 
an hour in the day and after an interview of 
not more than five or ten minutes we mu- 
tually agreed to adjourn until the follow- 
ing afternoon at my office. 

Pursuant to that agreement we met again 
at my office about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon of the 25th and remained in session 
for an hour and a half to two hours. We 
first discussed the plan of procedure; wheth- 
er in making out the case after the selec- 
tion of an umpire, the men or the company 
should take the initiative and how and 
where tlhe hearing should be had. 

I suggested that the men were in the 
condition of plaintiffs and should begin and 
that the office of the county commissioners 


be appropriate places. To both of these 
matters. you reserved your opinion, at the 
time accepting them only tentatively. 

We then took ap the question as to wheth- 
er we could agree between our selves with- 
out an umpire. I asked you if you were 
open to negotiation or whether there were 
fixed sums below which you would not 
consider. You stated frankly that you would 
not consider any sums less than the de- 
mands already made by the street car men. 
I stated that under that statement it was 
a waste of time for you and I to go through 
the form of negotiations an1 that there was 
nothing to do but to select an umpire, 

As I understand it, you agreed to that. 


Selection of Umpire, 


As to the selection of an umpire I suggested 
that before suggesting names it might be 
heipfui for each of us to outline the kind 
of man that each of us thought would make 
an unbiased umpire. To that idea you did 
not protest, but 1 emphasized my views on 
that subject. 

In doing so I stated that I thought that 
each of us ought to approach the subject 
in a perfectly fair, open and candid manner: 
that the matter {nvolved the welfare of the 
men and their families, fhe rights of the 
stockholders in the company and the safety, 
welfare and convenience of the public, and 
was so Lnportant that we could not afford 
to make any move except in the utmost 
good faith and with the desire to be just 
and fair to all parties at interest: that 
neither of us ought to suggest any man as 
umpire except a man of known ability and 
integrity and who Was not biased either for 
or against either party. I asserted as strong- 
ly as I could that it was my purpose to 
suggest only such an umpire as would fill 
that description. 

I suggested further that there are a num- 
ber of good men who, by reason of their

NEGOTIATING 
FOR WEEKS. 


The negotiations between the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and the committee appointed 
by the street car union have been 
in progress for several weeks in 
an effort to perfect a contract for 
1920.. No. official information has 
been given out regarding the de- 
mands that:have been made by the 
men, but it is understood that the 
“closed shop” was not included’ in 
the contract that has been partially 
agreed upon. It was also understood 
that the men are asking for a 50 
per cent increase in wages, but this 
could not be officially verified. 

Representing the union has been 
a committee headed by Madison Bell, 
attorney for the .union, Hardy O. 
Teat, business agent for the union, 
President W. B. Honea, head of lo- 
eal No. 732, and International Execu- 
tive Committeeman G. H. Reardon. 

The company was represented in 


the negotiations that have been con- 
ducted by Harry M. Atkinson, of 
the Georgia Railway and ‘ Power 
company and Preston 8. Arkwright, 


of the same company. 
Although a strike was narrowly 
averted, it is said. at a recent ‘meet- 
ing of the street car union, it was 
believed that the negotiations would 
be carried out successfully and that 
no trouble wuuld be experienced in 
perfecting the new contract. This 
belief was strengthened by the fact 
that an announcement was made 
last Tuesday night that an agree- 
ment had been entered by which the 
wage question would be arbitrated.. 
The Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployees of America which is repre- 
sented by local No. 732 in Atlanta, 
has about 1,200 members, consisting 
of conductors, motormen, electri- 
cians and roadway men. ‘Th? an.on 
claims that the men are about 9%7 
per cent organized and .that 
a walkout here would result 
the complete prostratinn 
of the street car system./ 
Astrike of the car men last ye@s. 
which lasted four days, completely 
tied up the car service for nearly 
a week, the men returning to work 
after their demands for union recog 
nition and wage advances had been 
granted.

Washington, February 26.—What 
censtitutes “inability” of a president 
of the United States to perform the 
duties of his office. and how this 
question may be determined, was 
discussed today from all angles by 
the house judiciary committee in 
opéning hearings on four measures 
rélating to mode of procedure. 

Emphatic objections were ex- 
pressed by members of the commit- 
tee to certain provisions of bill 
offered by Representative Madden, 
republican, Illinois, which would 
give the cabinet power to declare 
the president “unfit.” after being 
ill or absent from the country for 
six weeks. Mr. Madden said he was 
trving to suggest a short way out of 
the difficulty, adding the cabinet, 
naturally in harmony and sympathy 
with a president, would not be in- 
clined to do vialence to his rights. 

“Why does your bill fix March 4 
as the date itisto take effect?’ 
asked Representaitve Morgan, re- 
publican, Oklahoma. 

“Simply to take the present pres- 
ident out of the discussion,” Mr. 
Madden replied. “I do not want 
President Wilson to think this legis- 
lation is aimed at him.” 

Representative Husted, republican, 
New York, thought the plan gave 
“tremendously wide discretion to the 
cabinet,” which amounted to abso- 
lute power over the president.

Ata conference with 
department officials, Hugh Frayne, 
representing the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and Mrs. Lucy Robins, 
of the central labor bodies’ confer- 
ence of Greater New York, for am- 
nesty for political prisoners, urged 
that another review be made of the 
cases against 2,050 men still impris- 
oned for war-time offenses. Mr. 
Frayne said later that in response to 
a request of the delegation, a prom- 
ise was made that a distinction will 
be made at the time of the review 
between penal offenses and forms of 
strike activity. 

While hope was held out for the 
early release of practically all pris- 
oners, war deparment officials were 
understood to have stated definitely 
that the men who persist in refus- 
ing to obey the orders of the prison 
authorities will receive no cosider- 
ation until they change their atti- 
tude. It was suggested that rela- 
tives of the prisoners impress upon 
them the advisability of obeying the 
prison rules. 

Mrs. Robins and Mr. Frayne also 
called upon Senators France and 
Chamberlain to enlist their aid in the 
movement. 

“Senator France pledged himself 
to introduce this week,” Mrs. Robins 
said,, ‘“‘a bill proviring general am- 
nesty for political prisoners held 
under the espionage law and for the 
repeal of the law itself.”

Washington,. February 26.—Eight 
thousand fewer army officers than 
asked for by the war department are 
jrovided by the house army reor- 
ganization bill fromally presented to- 
day by Chairman Kahn, of the 
military committee. Reductions 
service, which received on] 
the 4,500 asked. In ali, the depart- 
ment sought 26,179 officers, and 
the house committee granted 17,820. 

None of the various plans offered 
to the committee for reorganizing 
the army was adopted by the com- 
mittee. Jnstead, the committee re- 
port, as submitted by Mr. Kahn, 
pointed out the national defense act 
of 1916 was used as the working 
basis, the new law being a revision 
of the old one. 

Extensive as are the changes 
made, said Mr. Kahn’s report, “they 
alter in no material] respect the mil- 
itary system established by the na- 
tional defense act, but merely make 
those changes in details which the 
lapse of time and the experience of 
the war have shown to be necessary. 

“The military establishment will 
remain as now determined by law, 
consisting of a comparatively small 
regular army of professional sol- 
diers, backed by a large reserve of 
citzien officers and an organized 
national guard, subject to federal 
supervision, and liable in time of 
war, to be drafted into the army 
for general military service. 

“Perhaps the most notable change 
it has been proposed to introduce 
into the regualr army is the princi- 
ple of flexibility of orgaization,” the 
report added, declaring that the pro- 
vision giving the president the right 
to outline the tactical formation will 
enable “the army to keep pace with 
changing conditions.” 

No mention of universal military 
training is made in the report, but 
Chairman Kahn announced he ex- 
pected to appoint tomorrow the sub- 
committee which will investigate 
all questions of a rtaining scheme 
and frame a separate bill to be sub- 
mitted on this subject. The commit- 
tee, to be composed of seven mem- 
bers, will include a majority of sup- 
porters of universal training.

The suggestion that the United 
States hadsbeen coupled with Japan 
and Rumania in a ‘new peace offer 
was received “with some surprise. 
It was assumed, however, that the 
new offer was in line with the con- 
sistent pelicy of the soviety gov- 
ernment to attempt separate nego- 
tiadtions with the allied and asso- 
ciated powers.

Albany, N. Y¥., February 26.—Tak- 
ing the stand late today, Charles 
Solomon denied specific charges 
made against him as one of the five 
suspended socialist assemblymen 
being tried by the judiciary com- 
mittee of the lower house for al- 
leged disloyalty. 

In his direct examination com- 
pleted within an hour Solomon con- 
tradicted the following allegations 
by prosecution witnesses: 

1. By Miss Elien B. Chivers, 
youthful stenographer, that at an 
open-air socialist meeting in HBrook- 
lyn in 1917 he had told a recruit- 
ing party the gutter was good 
enough for them and that he later 
had spat on the American flag. 

2. By Inspector McElroy and 
Lieutenant Alhers, of the New York 
police, that during a threatened 


street car strike he had encouraged 
mob violence by telling the police 
to “pull the scabs off the cars,” and 
on another occasion had attempted 
to break the red flag law in lead- 
ing a socialist parade. 


3. By Frank Wasserman, a New 
York lawyer, that he had ever de- 
clared in conversation that he was 
a bolshevik, that socialist Sunday 
schools were preaching class 
hatred and “revolution” was com- 
ing. 

4. By Walter C. Hart, another 
New York lawyer, that he had de- 
fined “revolution” both as peaceful 
ae and bloody class strug- 
gle. 

Solomon followed Assemblyman 
Louis Waldman, a defendant, who 
denied he had said, “in those words” 
a statement attributed to him by 
J. E. Hurris, a Milwaukee newspa- 
per mah, who “covered” the social- 
ist convention in 1919. The alleged 
remark was: “If we knew we could 
sway tne boys when they get guns 
to use them egainst the capitalist 
class, 1 would be for universal mil- 
itary training.” Waldman contend 
ed that he had made a “jocular” 
remark along these lines to show 
force could not be used to intro- 
duce a socialist regime.

~ BY INDIA'S PLEA 


Lloyd-George Tells Com- 
mons — Premier Says 
Britain Can’t Afford to 
Oust Turkey From Con- 
stantinople. 


London, February 26.—The deci- 
sion not to uost Turkey from, Con- 
stantinaple was reached by the al- 
lied supreme council only = after 
long consideration of the difficul- 
ties in the Turkish situation, Pre- 
mier Lgpyd-George declared in the 
house of commons today when the 
question of the future of Turkey 
was brought up for debate. 

Referring to the agreement made 
early in the war under which Rus- 
sia was to obtain Constantinople. 
Mr Liold-George said this agreement 
had ended, so far as Russia was 
concerned, by the revolution of 1917 
and the peace treaty of Brest-Lit- 
ovsk. 

The influence which had decided 
the peace conference to retain the 
Turks in Constantinople, the pre- 
mier said, had come from India.The 
two peace delegates of India at Par- 
is, neither of whom was Mohamme- 
dan, had declared that unless the 
allies retained the Turks in Constan- 
tinople their action would be regard- 
ed as a gross breach of faith on the 
part of the British empire, the jre- 
mier informed the house. 

Expressing regret that America 
had not taken a mandate, Mr. Lloyd- 
George said: 

“For the moment America must 
be cee as entirely out of any 
arrangement we can contemplate 
for the government of Turkey and 


the protection of Christian minori- 
ties.” 


Expel the Turk, Says Cecil. 


The Turkish question was debat- 
ed for many hours in the house of 
commons this afternoon, much dif- 
ference of opinion being shown. Sir 
Donald’ MacLean and many other 
liberals and labor men generally fa- 
vored the expulsion of the Turks 
on the ground that Constantinople 
was a fruitful source of internation- 
al disputes and because of the crimes 
and misrule of the Turkish govern- 
ment. 

Lord Robert Cecil strongly urged 
that advantage be taken of the pres- 
ent favorable opportunity to expel 
the Turkish government. It must 
zo sooner or later, he declared and 
he earnestly appealed to Premier 
Lloyd-George to influence the su- 
preme coucil to reverse its deci- 
sion in the matter and remove the 
blot from the treaty. In his opinion 
it was not necessary to expel the 
Turkish people—and even the Sultan 
might remain—but they must get 
rid of the sublime porte, which had 
been associated with the worst in- 
trigues and crimes in history, and 
would always be a breeding ground 
of international disputes and mis- 
understandings such as had indirec<- 
ly led to the late war. He advo- 
eated control of Constantinople by 
the league of nations. 

Turk Treaty Provisions, 


The Eevening Standard says the 
provisions of the new Turkish treaty 
include the following: 

The claims of Greece regarding 
Thrace have been conceded: Greece 
will retain Smyrna under the suz- 
erainty of Turkey in principle. 

Very strengent financial clauses 
have been decided on to supervise 
the whole of Turkey’s resources. 

Cilicia probably will be placed un- 
der a mandate from France and an 
independent Armenia is contemplat- 
ed, including a republic of Erivan 
and parts of northern Armenia with- 
in lines drawn up by a boundary 
commission. 


The Turks will remain itn Con- 
stantinople, but very stringent reg- 
ulations have been agreed to.

May Suspend When 
Aid of U. S..-Ends 


That three short branch lines in 
Georgia, operated by the Southern 
railroad, may have to suspend ow- 
ing to failure to pay expenses, when 
the roads are returned to their own- 
ers, was the information conveyed 
to the railroad commission yester- 
day by Henry W. Miller, vice presi- 
dent of the Southern system. These 
are the Roswell road, from Roswell 
to Chamblée; the Lawrenceville 
branch, from Lawrenceville to Su- 
wanee, and the Florida Southern, 
from Hawkinsville to Camille. 

Mr. Miller said that these roads 
had been run at serious loss by the 
federal administration, and he did 
not believe that they could carry on 
when returned to the owners. While 
March 1 has been fixed as the date 
for the return of the roads, the gov- 
ernment has agreed to guarantee ex- 
penses. until September 1, after 
which time Mr. Miller thought that 
the aforesaid branch lines would 
have to suspend. 

The Roswell railroad has been op- 
erated by the Southern since the 
expiration of its charter ten years 
ago. Mr. Miller estimated that 
there had been $90,000 loss in oper- 
ating it withi. the last nine months. 
He said that the Southern would re- 
lease authority over the road after 
March 1. It is ten miles long. 

He said that his system had also 
severed its connection with the 
Lawrenceville branch, which had 
been losing $5,000 to $6,000 per 
month. There is a possibility that 
the city of Lawrenceville may take 
over the road, he said, in which case 
the Southern will allo it to con- 
tinue using the rails and equip-

OFFICERS OF COURT 
CLASH AT NASHVILLE 


Nashville, Tenn., February 26.— 
The clash between the Davidson 
county grand jury and G. B. Kirk- 
patrick, attorney general of the 
county, assumed a new phase this 
morning when Criminal Judge J. D. 
B. Debow took a hand, announcing 
his. purpose to name a temporary 
attorney general and to have a case 
involving a charge of oppression 
against City Judge Madison Wells 
and another involving the alleged 
abduction of J. B. Lawson, street 
car organizer, prosecuted. 

For several days General Kirk- 
patrick, as an attorney, has been 
engaged in the trial of a case in 
the circuit court, having named a 
young attorney to assist the attor- 
ney general's office meanwhils. This 
morning Kirkpatrick received a 
note from Judge Debow announcing 
that, in view of his absence, the 
court had appointed Lurton Good- 
pasture temporary attorney general. 
Kirkpatrick promptly repaired to 
the criminal court room and an- 
nounced his withdrawal from the 
circuit court case and his prepared- 
ness to resume his duties himself. 
Judge Debow said he would change 
his order to read that a temporary 
attorney general would be appoint- 
ed to act in the Wells case. and the 
Lawson case, both of which are still 
in the hands of the grand jury. 

Kirkpatrick replied that he want- 
ed the public to know that since hé 
had taken office he had done noth- 
ing that was not based on an hon- 
est opinion, declering further that 
he had gone into both the cases 
thoroughly, and that in_ neither 
could a case be made in the crimi- 
nal court. He stated he would not 
permit Goodpasture to enter the 
grand jury room. 

Judge Debow replied that his or- 
der would stand. However, Mr. 
Goodpasture, on being asked if he 
would serve as temporary attorney 
general, explained that in view of a 
new understar.ding of the situation, 
he would not. 

Judge Debow gave General Kirk- 
patrick credit for his honesty of 
purpose, but declared the attorney 
general had “made a mistake.” He 
said that an attorney would be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the cases 
mentioned. The matter stood thus 
at noon, 

Several days ago the foreman of 
the grand jury announced that it 
would consider no more cases un- 
less the attorney general signed an 
indictment in a case sent to the 
grand jury from a magistrate’s 
court in which City Judge Madison 
Wells was charged with oppression. 
General Kirkpatrick; in reply, an- 
nounced his intention to stand pat 
until he had investigated the case. 
The action of Judge Debow today 
was the ensuing chapter.

I wish 
to thank you for this recognition 
and to express my appreciation and 
approval of some of the motives and 
principles you advocate and have 
adopted on the line of clean and 
honest methods, and I wish that all 
political organizations could and 
would be conducted with dignity to 
the people, honesty to God, and loy- 
alty to America.

the death of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
failed to accomplish anything’as an

The Modest and Retiring Radiator

No use talking, a radiator is not 
and cannot be made @ thing of 


eauty, even if it is a joy forever in 
tw veetier. The more you try to 
paint it up end decorate it the worse 
it gets. Therefore the only thing 
to do is to try and ecenceal it. In 
ether words, build it in. 

The upstanding radiator is one of 
the most difficult objects in the 
world to camouflage. You may. put 
a shelf over it and hang 4 drape in 
front of it, but its narrow awkward 
shape betrays it and shrieks radi- 
ator’ far louder than does the hiss- 
ing steam escaping from its valvear 
Much better is the long, low radia- 
tor of the modest, retiring nature, 
which crawls along the baseboard 
unobtrusively, or cuddles down un- 
der a window and tries to look as 
much like a window seat as it can. 

For various reasons, the ideal 
place for this warm-hearted friend 
of the home is beneath the windows. 
One reason is that the rising heat 
tends to temper the icy wind which 
ereeps in in zero weather; another 
is that it lends itself quite natural- 
ly here to forming a seat and seem- 
ing to be a norma) part of the fur- 
nishings of the room. If book 
shelves extend along the walls on 
either side of the window the radia- 
tor seat can be built in between 
them in a very ship-shape way. 

This was done in a house which 
had a broad window at each end of 
the living room. Low radiators were 
installed and covered with a 
wooden seat with an openwork iron 
grill in the center, both painted 
white. Concealing the front of the 
pipes, although not obstructing the 
heat, were strips of white wood- 
work, lined with asbestos. 

In a home which had been equip- 
ped with the high radiators a simi- 
lar idea was worked out. The cen- 
ter section of a long row of built- 
in book shelves was turned into a 
cabinet with a white grill door in 
really good design. This cabinet 
was the height of one shelf above 
the book shelves and made a not 


unattractive break in the wall line. 
The top of the cabinet was also 
open to emit the heat. 

Any self-conscious radiator may 
be skillfully put in the background 
in this way if the carpenter is con- 
sulted. Good little radiators, you 
know, should be felt and not seen!

union with the Italian state.” 
Provisions ef New Agreement. 
The new agreement’ between Great 
Britain and France and Italy, datéd 
January 14, 1920, which President 
Wilson construed as having been ar- 


rived at without participation of 
the United States, after the agree- 
ment of December 9 was supposéd 
to have settled the question, pro- 
vided in substance: 

Fiume as an independent state 
free in its own diplomacy. Susak 
to go to the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
state with railroads and terminals 
to go to the league. The free 
state of the previous proposals was 


to disappear and the bundary be- 
tween Italy and the Serb-Croat- 
Slovene state was to be redrawn to 
provide for the previously dis- 
cussed corridor. “The Wilson line” 
in the region of Senosecchia was tv 
be redrawn “to provide for the pro- 
tection of Trieste.” This agreement 
declared “will leave in the Serb- 
Croat-Slovene state purely Jugo- 
Slav districts.” 

Zara was to be an independent 
state under the league, Valona was 
to pe retained by Italy as provided 
in the treaty of London, and Italy 
Was to take a mandate over Albania, 
whose northern boundaries were to 
be readjusted and whose southern 
boundaries were to be rearranged to 
give Greece Koritza and Argyrokas- 
tron. The island groups of Lussin, 
Lissa and Pelagosa were to be as- 
signed to Italy and the remainde: 
were to go to the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
state. <All Adriatic islands were to 
be demilitarized and there.were to 
be special provisions to permit Ital- 
ians in Dalmatia to choose Italian 
nationality. 

President Wilson's note of Janua- 
ary 19, in protest to these arrange- 
ments, asked whether it was “the in- 
tention of the British and Freneh 
governments, in the future, to dis- 
pose of the various questions pend- 
ing in Europe, and to communicate 
the results to the government of the 
United States,” adding that Clemen- 
ceau and Lloyd-George must realize 
there were features in the proposed 
Fiume settlement which could not 
be acceptable to this government. 


Reply of the Premiers. 
Lloyd-George and Clemenceau, re- 


Plying under date of January 23, | 


disclaimed any intention of making 
a definite settlement without the 
views of the United States, but had 


‘taken it up at the point at which it 


was leftwhe Under-Secretary Polk 
returned to Washington. They re- 
Plied they felt practically every 
important point of the joint memo- 
randum of December 9 remained 
untouched,” and added that “only 
two features undergo alterations, 
and both these are to the advantage 
of Jugo-Slavia.” 

The British and French premiers 
argued that the disappearance of 
the free state of Fiume would reu- 
nite 200,000 Jugo-Slavs with their 
fatherland, and that the Albanian 
Settlement was such as to afford 
Satisfaction “to the necessary re- 
quirements to all parties concerned.” 
They characterized it as a fair set- 
tlement of “a difficult and danger- 
ous question,” and “that in the 
eventof this not being accepted, they 
will be driven to support the en- 
forcement of the treaty of London, 
which is satisfactory to nobody.” 

Both premiers disclaim any in- 
tent to “show the slightest digcour- 
tesy to the United States,” or that 
they wished to conceal their action 
in any way. As President Wilson 
was not at the conference, they said, 
they thought the best plan was to 
proceed with the negotiations and 
communicate the results to the 
United States. 

President Wilson’s reply of Feb- 
ruary 10 said he could not “believe 
that a solution, containing provi- 
sions which already had received the 
well-merited condemnation of the 
French and British governments 
(referring to the settlement of De- 
cember 9), and in any sense be re- 
garded as right.” He could not 
agree that the memorandum of Jan- 
uary 15, left untouched’ every 
important point, as argued by the 
British and French premfers, and 
decared his opinion that the origi- 
nal proposal had been “profoundly 
atlered tothe advantage of improper 
Italian objectives, to the serious 
injury of the Jugo-Slav people, and 
to the peril of world peace.’”’ 

Alleged Injury to Jugo-Siavs, 

The fact that Italy rejected the 
proposal of December $ and accepted 
that of January 14, the president 
thought was proof that Italy would 
receive very positive advantages. 

President Wilson pointed out that 
while the British and French gov- 
ernments in the agreement of De- 
cember 9 concurred in the view that 
a corridor for Fiume ran counter 
to “every consideration of geogra- 
phy, economics and territorial con- 
venience,” they agreed to it Dy 
memorandum of January 14, and that 
whereas Italy’s demand for the an- 
nexation of all Istria had been re- 
jected in the former agreement “on 
the solid groun’ that neither strate- 
gic nor economic considerations 
could justify such annexation,” the 
January 14 provided 
for “this unjust and inexpedient an- 
nexation of all Istria.” 

President Wilson's note sald that 
whereas the agreement of Decem- 
ber 9 excluded every form of Italian 
sovereignty over Fiume, he could 
not “avoid the conclusion” that the 
agreement of January 14 “opens the 
way for Italian control of Fiume’s 
foreign affairs.” The president said 
he felt the original agreement gave 
proper protection to the railway 
eonnecting Fiume with the intertor, 
but that the agreement of January 
14 established Italy “in dominating 
military positions close to the rail- 
way at a number of critical points.” 
The new agreement, his noté said, 
“partitions the Albanian people 
among three different alien pow- 
ers.” while the original agreement 
“ruarantees its unity In large meas- 
ure.”

Ameri¢an government,” changed the 
whole face of the whole Adriatic 
settlement, and, in the eyes of this 


government “render it unworkable |’ 


and rob it of that measure of jus- 
tice which is essential if this gov- 
ernment is to co-operate in main- 
taining its terms.” 

Wtitsen Conviction Not Altered. 

That the Jugo-Slavs might feel 
forced to accept it rather than the 
treaty of London, the president said, 
would not alter the conviction of 
this government “that it cannot 
give its assent to a settlement 
which both in the terms of its pro- 
visions and in the methods of its 
enforcement constitutes a positive 
denial of the principles for which 
American entered the war.” 

“Italy’s unjust demands,” said the 
president’s note, “had been con- 
demned by the French and British 
governments in terms n less severe 
than those employed by the Ameri- 
can government, . While there 
is thus substantial agreement as to 
the injustice and inexpedience of 
Italy's claims, there is a difference 
of opinion as tao how firmly Italy’s 
friends should resist her importu- 
nate demands for alien territories 
be’ oases she can present no valid 
title.” 

The American government, the 
president’s note said, “feels that it 
cannot sacrifice the principles for 
which it entered the war to gratify 
the improper ambitions of one of 
its associates, or to purchase a tem- 
porary appearance of calm in the 
Adriatic at the price of a future 
world conflagration. It is unwilling 
to recognize either an unjust set- 
tlement based on a secret treaty, 
the terms of which are inconsistent 
with the new world conditions, or 
any unjust settlement arrived at by 
employing that secret treaty as an 
instrument of coercion the 
Adriatic issue as it now presents 
itself raises the fundamental ques- 
tion as to whether the American 
goveriument can on any terms co- 
operate with its European associ¢tes 
in the great work of maintaining 
the peace of the world by remov- 
ing the primary causes of war.... 

Wilsen Attacks. 

If substantial agreement on what 
is just and reasonable is not to de- 
termine international issues; if the 
country possessing the most en- 
durance in pressing its demands. 
rather than the country armed with 
a just cause is to gain the support 
of the powers; if forcible seizure of 
coveted areas is to be permitted 
and condoned and is to receive ulti- 
mate justification by creating a sit- 
uation so difficult that decision fa- 
vorable to the aggressor is deemed 
a practical necessity; if deliberately 
incited ambition is, under the name 
of national sentiment, to be re- 
warded at the expense of the small 
and weak; if, in a word, the old 
ordr of things, which broustt so 
many evils in the world, is still to 
prevail, then the time is not yet 
come when this government can 
entertain a concert of powers, the 
very existence of which must depend 
upon anew spiritand a new order.” 

The president wound up his note 
by saying that if the maximum con- 
cessions made in the memorandum of 
December 9 could not be accepted, 
“the president desires to say that he 
must take under serious considera- 
tion the withdarwal- of the treaty 
with Germany and the agreement 
between the United States and 
France (the Franco-American alli- 
ance), which are now before the 
senate, and permitting the terms of 
the European settlement to be inde- 
pendently established and enforced 
by the associated governments.” 

Millerand, who had _ succeeded 
Clemenceau as premier of France, 
and Lloyd-George, replied, under 
date of February 17, saying there 
was “no foundation for the as- 
sumption that the new settlement 
inolves a capitulation of the Ital- 
ian point of view, as opposed to the 
Jugo-Slavs.’ They summed President 
Wilson's criticism of the new agree- 
ment under four points: That it 
ceded to Italy the corridor, that the 
corridor with Fiume, as a free city. 
paved the way for annexation to 
Italy; that the modification of the 
Jugo-Slav-Italian frontier was det- 
rimental to Jugo-Slavia and that 
it provided for the partition of 
Albania. 

Premiers Plead League Guarantees. 

The premiers remarked that Presi- 
dent Wilson had “ignored the great 
advantage conferred on Jugo-Slavia 
at the time.” In their discussions 
they had found, they said, that “no- 
body desired the consummation of 
the free state of Fiume” and that 
“the net upsho” of the agreement 
was to give Jugo-Slavia 150,000 more 
Jugo-Slavs than the original pro- 
posal. 

The premiers argued that the 
guarantees of the league of nations 
were sufficient to guard against the 
annexation President Wilson feared 
and his criticism of Italian domina- 
tion of the railway they replied to 
by holding it “a commercial and not 
a strategic railway” and addin i 
“under President Wilson’s proposals 
it is commanded by Italian guns.”

In a lengthy argument the pre- 
miers delared “the proposal of De- 
cember 9 has fallen to the ground 
because nobody now wants to set up 
the artificial free state of Fiume’’ 
and added that the United States, 
having “no representative at the de- 
liberations,” cannot be in close touch 
with the changes of opinion and cir- 
cumstances which have taken place 
sinc eits plenipotentiaries returned 
to America. Failing to secure an 
agreed settlement they had no choice 
but to reply on the treaty of Lon- 


don, which, the premiers said, they | 


never had concealed from the presi- 
dent and which they felt bound to 
failin to secure another 
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They disclaimed any desire | 


| 
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agreement, unless it were to-be re- 
garded as a “scrap of paper.” 
View With Consternation. 

“France and Great Britain, there- 
fore,” said their reply, “view with 
consternation the threat of the 
United States tw withdraw from 
the comity of nations because it 
does not agree with the precise 
terms of the Adriatic settlement.” 
Ethnologic reasons, it was argued, 
could not be the only ones taken 
into accaunt as, they said, 3,000,- 
000 Germans had been taken into 
Czecho-Slovakia and the American 
delegation had supported, including 
3,500,000 Ruthenians in Poland. The 
reply added that hope that “what- 
ever the final view of the United 
States as to the Adriatic settlement 
may be they will not wreck the 
whole machinery for dealing 
with international disputes ... 
because their view is not adopt- 
ted in this particular case ... 
France and Great Britain cannot 
believe that it is the purpose of the 
American people to take a step so 
far-reaching and terrible in its ef- 
fects on a ground which has the 
appearance of being so inadequate. 
This was the conclusion of the 
reply of the French and British 
premiers of February 17. 

President Wilson’s note of. Fehru- 
ary 24, the tast diplomatic paper 
in the record, except the reply to 
it, now on the way to America, be- 
gins by saying the president “feels 
that in the present circumstances he 
has no choice but to maintain the 
position he has taken at?! along,” 
and reiterates the principles enun- 
ciated on America’s.entry into the 
war. 

Peace on Wilson Principles. 


He adds “in the opinion of the 
American government the terms of 
the peace settlements must continue 
to be formulated upon the basis of 
the principles for which America 
entered the war. By writing into 
the treaty of Versailles Article X. of 
the league covenant, the president 
said, his position was that the pow- 
ers associated against Germany had 
“foregone all+territorial aggression 
and all interference with the free 
political self-determination of the 
peoples of the world.” The presi- 
dent’s reply says that while Italy 
had accented the substitute project 
for the free state of Fiume the 
Jugo-Slavs have not accepted it. 
In his view, the note says, the pro}- 
ect to connect Fiume to Italy by a 
corridor “is quite impracticable” and 
he refers to the declarations of De- 
cember 9 on that subject. Reiter- 


ating his belief that to join Fiume,. 


to Italian territory would be to “in- 
vite strife out of which annexation 
might issue,” the president’s note 
says that while “the three-fold di- 
vision of Albania in the _ British 
agreement might be most acceptable 
to the Jugo-Slav government,” he is 
“ifist as vigorously opposed to in- 
juring the Albanian people for the 
benefit of Jugo-Slavia”.as he_ is “to 
injuring the Jugo-Slav people for 
the benefit of Italian.” Agreements 
regulating the Italian northern 
frontier, the president argues, al- 
ready depart from the treaty of Lon- 
don line and were made “with the 
understanding that negotiations 
were proceeding on quite a new 
basis.” 

“Tt has been no secret,” says the 
president’s reply, “that the parties 
to the treaty did not themselves now 
desire it and that they have thus 
far refrained from putting its pro- 
visions into effect. ... For nearly 
eight months discussion of the 
Adriatic problem has proceeded on 
the assumption that a better basis 
for an understanding could be found 
than those provided by the treaty 
of London.” Italy already has ac- 
cepted, the president said, specific 
settlements which would be upset if 
the treaty were to be applied now. 


Came As Surprise, Wilson Says. 


Bringing in the treaty of London 
as an obligatorial alternative, the 


president's note said, “came as @ 
surprise’ because the American 
government regarded the agreement 
of December 9 as superseding it. The 
course to fall back on the treaty 
of London, it said, “was followed 
without any attempt to seek the 
views of this government.” 

In conclusion, the president re- 
plies to the British and French ref- 
erence to the inclusion of Germans 
in Czecho-Slovakia and Ruthenes in 
Poland, saying: “This is a line of 
reasoning which the Italian repre- 
sentatives have advanced during the 
course of the negotiations, but 
which the British and French have 
hitherto found themselves unable te 
accept. There were cases where for 
sufficient geographical and econom- 
ic reasons, slight deflections of the 
ethnceraphical frontier were sanc- 
tioned by the conference and the 
American government believes that 
if Italy would consent to apply the 
Same principles in Istria and Dalma- 
tia the Adriatic qitestion would not 
exist.” Then, in conclusion, re- 
ferring to Italy’s sacrifices, advanc- 
ed in the correspondence as reason 
for her claims, the president's re- 
Ply savs: 

“Such considerations can not be 
made the reason for unjust settle- 
ments, which will be provocative of 
future wars. A course thus de- 
termined would be shortsiehted and 
not in accord with the terrible sac- 
rifices of the entire world which 
can be justified and ennobled only by 
leading finally to settlements in 
keeping with the. principles for 
which the war was fought.
